1. As requested by your letter of 16 lialy 1947 this.,office has 
produced its conclusions on the manufacture, function, and posSilil# origin 
of the above referenced subject. On-site preliminary study data provided 
by personnel of T-2 and T-3, search and recovery team of the AFSWP, 'Paper 
Clip* personnel, select personal. p;f the Army Air Forces Scientific Advisory 
Group and pe rsonndl 'bf the Atomic Energy Commission Advisory Committee was 
utilized in the construction of our analysis. 

2. The analyses of the Office of Research and Development are: 

a. Aerodynamics and design evaluation studies performed by 
the Aircraft, Rower Plant and P ropeHer Laboratories of Engineering Division 
T-3 personttft!, has concluded that some nation has reached a stage of iflught 
development is which the present ideas are entirely obsolete.
